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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the pressure in each stage 
being lower than the previous stage. Applicants argue that pressure drop is not a result dependent variable, and that a mole of hydrogen 
chloride would be produced and thus the pressure would increase. The argument has been considered but is not persuasive because the 
example and comparative example show that changes in pressure impact for example iodine color number (see column 14 as stated in the 
action of record). With respect to Applicants argument regarding the increase in pressure, at least the example teaches that the hydrogen 
chloride formed in the first stage of the phosgenation and liberated in the column from the dissociation of the carbamonyl chlorides is, 
together with part of the phosgene used in excess, taken off at the top at 91 degrees C. Since the HCI is taken off it does not build up, and 
further it could create a pressure drop when removed. 
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
